1 it hath appeared, by Reports made to the preamble: 
IflAfatl- KING’S mostExcellentMAJESTYjfromtheCommissioners Reportsof 
appointed by His Majesty, upon an address of the Knights, Citizens ^rsT^Court* 
and Burgesses in Parliament assembled, to inquire into the duties ofjufticein 
salaries and emoluments, of the Officers, Clerks and ministers of Justice, the Court of 
in all temporal and ecclesiastical Courts, in Ireland^ that the several 
ministerial offices in His Majesty’s high court of Chancery in Ireland^ 

require many Regulations for insuring the more easy cheap and ex- 
peditious administration of Justice in the said Court: 

And whereas some of such Regulations have been or may be carried 
into effect by general orders of the said Court ; but certain other re- 
gulations are required, which cannot be carried into effect without 
the aid of Parliament : 

And whereas it is expedient that the fees to be taken by the lord 
high Chancellor of Ireland, or the lord Keeper, or the Commissioners 
for the custody of the Great Seal, and of all the other officers of the 
said Court, should be ascertained and regulated by lawj 

May it therefore please Your MAJESTY,

after the commencemept of this apt, it ghi^ll apd may be lavyfiil for the 
lord high Chapcc'hoi’ or tlie lord I^cper of the fir, eat Seal of Ireland, or 
the Commissioners for the custody of the Great Seal of Ireland for the 
time being, and for the deputy Keeper of the Rolls, Masters in Chancery, 
Registrars, Six Clerks, Examiners, Clerk of the Haiiaper, Clerk of the 
Crown, Cui'sitor, and the several deputies, clerks, and other officers, of or 
belonging to the said Court of Chancery, mentioned and described in 
the several Tables to this act annexed, to ask, demand, have, receive 
take and accept, for and by reason and on account of the several acts 
matters and things to be done, in or concerning the business of their 
several and respective offices, or of their several services to he per- 
formed touching or concerning such offices, the several Fees, Pay- 
ments and sum and sums of money in the said several Tables respec- 
tively mentioned.and specified and set forth, and none other or greater 
fees or sums of money whatever ; and that no officer or deputy or 
clerk, or attendant in any of the office.s of the said Court, shall ask de- 
mand or receive any fee or sum or sums of money whatever, on account 
of or for the performing or under pretence of performing of any act 
matter or thing whatsoever, not mentioned specified and set forth in 
the said Tables or some or one of them, except under the provisions 3 
of this act, any law usage or custom at any time heretofore made 
used or exercised to the contrary in anywise notwithstanding ; and 
that the said Tables and all directions matters and things therein con- 
tained, shall be taken as part of this act to aJl intents and purposes 
whatsoever, * 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That it shall and may be 
lawful for the lord Chanpellor or lord Keeper or Commissioners for 
the custody of the Great Seal of Ireland for the time being, with the 
advice and consent of tfie Master of the Rolls for the time being, from 
time to time to vary and alter the amount of any of the said Fees, by

resorting to such office ; and in case such Table shall not be so affixed 
or bung up and continually kept and legible in the said office, such 
officer shall forfeit for every day in which such Table shall not be 
and be legible in such office the sum of twenty pounds. 

And be it further Enacted, That every officer of the said court of 
Chancery shall, once in every five years, that is to say, in Michaelmas 
Terrain the year one thousand eight hundred and twenty-four, and in 
like manner on same day iu Michaelmas Term one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-nine and so inMichaelmasTerminevery fifth year 
succeeding, deliver to the Registrar of the said court, in open court, a 
Table or Schedule under the hand and seal of every such officer re- 
spectively, specifying and setting forth the rates of all fees charged or 
received in the office of such officer at any time during the five years 
then next immediately preceding, and paid to or received by such 
officer or any his deputy or clerk or other person whatsoever directly 
or indirectly, for the benefit of such officer or his deputy or clerks 
respectively, and also an account signed by sucli officer of the amount

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And be it furtlier Enacted, That the Registrar of the said court k, 
shall, upon the receipt of such Tables and Accounts, carefully ex- 
amine the same and the several Fees therein stated and set forth, and 
shall compare the same with the several fees contained in the Tables 
to this act annexed, and with such orders of the said court as mav 
have altered the said fees or any of tliem, or may have added any 
new or other fees; and in case it shall appear to such Registrar upon 
such examination, that any fee or fees contained in the said Table 
shall exceed in amount the fee allowed to be taken according to the 
Tables to this act annexed or any orders of the said court for altering 
the same, or shall not be included in or allowed by such Tables or 
orders respectively, the said Registrar shall lay the said Tabic before 
the lord Chancellor or lord Keeper or Commissioners for the custody 
of the Great Seal for his directions ; and the said Registrar shall file

And be it further Enacted, That every officer of the said court of 
Chancery, who shall be entitled to any Fees under the provisions of 
this act, shall employ in every such office respectively a sufficient 
number of writing Clerks, to make copies of all bills, pleadings, 
orders, decrees, and other things required by or oii behalf of the 
suitors of the said court, and to do and perform all other business 
requisite to be done and performed in the said offices respectively, so 
that the business of any suitor of the said court, or of any solicitor 
or attorney of such suitor, shall not be unnecessarily delayed j and 
every such officer shall pay to every such writing clerk, for all copies 
made by such clerk, after the rate of not less than one penny half- 
penny for every office sheet consisting of seventy-two words of every 
such copy made by such clerk, and for every part or portion of an 
office sheet in any one copy not exceeding one such office sheet over 
and above any number of complete office sheets in such copyj and

And be it further Enacted, That in all copies or exemplifications or The condnd- 
other transcripts of any rules pleadings decrees, or otlier matters 
chargeable according to the length thereof, whether the charge for the 
same shall be computed according to the sheet, the skin, the roll, or tireihect, Sc. 
the side, any one concluding fraction of a sheet skin roil or side 
respectively, but no more, may be charged for by any officer as an 
entire sheet skin roll or side ; provided that any and every preceding 
sheet skin roll or side, of any such copy exemplification or transcript, 
shall contain the full number of words required in one entire sheet 
skin roll or side, as the case may he. 
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And be it further Enacted, That in all copies and documents what- 
ever, issued from any office in the said court of Chancery, the charge 
or fee whereupon is or shall or may be lawfully computed according 
to the contents, all sums of money, and dates of the year, and days of 
the montli, and numbers, shall be expressed in figures, or shall be 
charged as if the same were expressed in figures, and not in words, in 
manner and according to the directions following ; that is to say, any 
sum consisting of pounds only, or of shillings only, or of pence or 
fractions of a penny only, or of pence and fractions of a penny, shall 
be charged as one word and no more ; and any sum consisting of 
pounds and shillings, or pounds and pence, or fractions of a penny, or 
pounds pence and fractions of a penny, or shillings and pence, or frac- 
tions of a penny, or shillings pence and fractions of a penny, shall be 
charged as two words, and any sum consisting of pounds shillings and 
pence with or without fractions of a penny, shall be charged as three 
words ; .and the year of our Lord shall he charged as one word, and 
the day of any month .shall be charged as one word, and any definite 
number whatever shall be charged as one word, and no more. 

And be it further Enacted, That upon' the hack of all original 
documents which shall be issued from any office of the said court of 
Chancery, and of all copies which shall be issued from any such office, 
or by .any officer of the said Court, there shall he indorsed and written 
the full amount of all office fees charged on such document or copy 
respectively, and the rate of such fees, and the mode of charge accord- 1 1; 
ing to which such fees shall be computed, and the number of sheets 
on which sucli fees shall be charged or calculated, according to the 
number of sheets in such document or copy; and upon any Taxation 
of Costs between party and party, or between attorney and client, it 
shall not be lawful for the Taxing Officer to allow any charge of any 
solicitor or attorney, either for the payment of any fee or disbursement 
or for the trouble or pains of such solicitor or attorney, with respect to 
any document or copy upon which the amount and rate of lees shall 
not be so indorsed ; hut that all and every such charge shall be struck 
out of the bill of such solicitor or attorney by such Taxing Officer. 

And be it further Enacted, That every Bill of Costs which shall be 
made out by any solicitor or attorney, for business done in the said 
court of Chancery, at any time after the passing of this act, sliall 
contain three columns for the figures of the amount of the several 
charges in such hill; which columns shall be placed parallel to each 
other; and in the firiof the said columns shall be inserted theamount 
of every charge and sum of money for attendances anil for every 
other matler or thing which either directly or indirectly contributes 
to the profit o the solicitor or attorney; in the second of the said 
columns sliall be inserted the amount of all sums actually paid and i 6 

discharged 
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discharged for official fees, office copies and slumps; and in the third 
of the said columns shall be inserted the amount of all sums actually 
paid and disbursed for other expenses and disbursements, of what 
nature or kind soever; and the first of the said columns shall be 
headed " Solicitors profit,” the second, “ Disbursements for office fees 
and stamps;” and the third "Other Disbursements;” and the total 
amount contained in each of the said classes of charge shall be 
inserted at the bottom of each page and carried forward to the end 
of the bill of costs, so that the suitor and the taxing officer may 
clearly understand the amount of the said charges distinctly and 
apart from each other; and it shall not be lawful for any taxing 
officer of the said court to proceed to tax or examine any bill of 
costs, or to allow any item therein, unless such bill shall be framed 
and made out according to the directions of this act; and in case any 
item in such bill shall blend any two of the said distinct charges in 
one sum, it shall not be lawful for the taxing officer to allow such item, 
but he shall disallow the same, and deduct the sum from the amount 
of such bill. 

And be it further Enacted, That at the foot of every Bill of Costs Lift of Deed* 
between attorney and client, for business done in the said court, there hands'S'^ be 
shull'be written a short list or statement of all the title deeds and papers coft* 
i>j in the hands of the solicitor or attorney by whom or on whose behalf 
such bill shall be made out, together with an acknowledgment signed 
by or on behalf of such solicitor or attorney, that such deeds and 
papers are in his hands, and it shall not be lawful for any taxing officer 
of the said court to proceed to examine or tax any such bill of costs to 
which such list or acknowledgment shall not be subjoined, except in 
cases where no deeds or papers of the client are in the hands of such 
solicitor or attorney. 

And be it further Enacted, That in the Taxing of any Bill of Costs, 
whether between party and party or between attorney and client, it 
shall be and it is hereby declared to be the bounden duty of the 
Taxing Officer of t he said court, whether he shall be thereunto required 
or not, or whether any objection shall or shall not be made to any 
such bill of costs, or to any item therein, to inquire diligently and 
to satisfy himself that all sums stated to have been paid to any officer 
or officers of the said court, were actually paid, and also that the same 
were charged according to the directions of this act and the Tables 
thereto annexed, and any order or orders of the said Court in that 
respect, and according to the right of the officer to charge the same, 
and to the actual length of the contents thereof if charged according 
to such length, and that the suitor was lawfully and properly charge- 
,8 able and ought to be charged therewith; and such Taxing Officer shall 
also in the exercise of such his duty, and whether required or not, and 
qqi. C whether 
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whether any objection bn made or not, examine nnd ascertain whether 
any sums charged as otlier disbursements in any such bill of costs 
were actually disbursed and paid, and also whether it was fit and 
proper that the same should be paid under all the circumstances of 
the case ; and it shall not be lawful for such Taxing Oflicer to allow 
any such charge or item in any bill of costs either for oflice fees or 
other disbursements, unless he shall be fully satisfied of all the said 
particulars so far as tlio nature of the case will admit, and by such 
reasonable proof as he shall require, but on the contrary such Taxing 
Ofiicer shall disallow every or any such charge item or disbursement, 
with respect to vvhicii he shall not be so satisfied ; and it shall be lawful 
for the said Taxing Oflicer and be is hereby authorized and required, 
to allow or disallow all other charges of the solicitor or attorney 
coming under the head of solicitor’s profits in tho first column of such 
bill, ami also to allow or disallow any fees stated in such bill to be 
paid to any one or more counsel, according to such regulations as 
may be at the time of taxing any such bill in force under any act 
or acts of parliament, or any order or orders of the said court ; and 
in case there shall not be any such act or order in force or applicable ig 
to any case, the said Taxing Officer shall allow or disallow all such 
charges pr items as well relating to the solicitor’s profits as to tho fees 
of counsel, and to the number of counsel employed in each ease, 
according to tlie opinion of such Taxing Officer, as to the reasonable- 
ness or propriety of the sums which are or ought to be cliaiged, and 
according to the experience of the said Taxing Officer or of evidence 
to be produced to liim of the existing practice in all such or similar 
cases. 

And be it further Enacted, That in the Taxation of any bill of 
costs in the said court, either as between attorney and client or as 
between party and party, no fee whatever shall be allowed by lire 
U axmg Officer to any solicitor or attorney for any attendance upon 
any heal ing or motion, unless it shall ap))ear to such Taxing Oflicer 
that such solicitor or attorney or some clerk or person to represent 
him, did actually appear at such hearing or motion; and in order 
that such appearance may be known, the Registrar of the said court 
shall and lie is hereby required tp mark upon the face of the notes of 
eveily hearing and upon the face of every order, wiiether tlie respective 
solicitors or atiornies and which of them did or not attend either in 
person or by their clerks or representatives re.spectively, at such 20 
hearing or order. 

And be it further Enacted, That in the Taxation of any bill of 
costs in the said court as between attorney and client, no charge 
shall be allowed by the Taxing Officer for any attendance of any 
solicitor or attorney, unless the business for which such attendance 

shall 
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shall be charged shall be specified In such bill, with the date of such

And be it further Enacted, That in the Taxation of any bill of costs Nor any Cof!» 
in the said court, as between attorney and client, whenever it shall of Actor^ne"*^ 
appear to the Taxing Officer that the costs of any proceeding or any 
part of such costs have been occasioned by the neglect or delay of 'the 
solicitor or attorney in the manner of prosecuting or defending the
